In addition to their general advisory 
functions, the committee members 
will be actively involved in organizing 
five regional forums, during which 
large numbers of young Canadians 
will voice their interests and ideas.

The List of Speakers provides names 
of people and organizations that could 
be useful resources for schools, com- 
munity groups and others planning 
IYY activities. The booklet contains 
more than 700 listings and is the result 
of canvassing 2,300 organizations.

The 
List of Speakers is available, in limited 
supply, at the request of organizations.

GIVES STREET KIDS 


HOPE 


ome months ago, 19-year-old 

Jeremy Wright of Port 

Coquitlam, B.C., was just 
another “‘street kid’; one of many 
young Canadians without a stable 
home, job prospects or the skills 
needed to get a foothold in today’s 
society. Then he discovered the 
KYTES project in Toronto, a unique 
program that uses theatre to help 


young dropouts regain confidence and 


develop their abilities. For Jeremy, it 
was the beginning of a new life. 


As part of the KYTES troupe, 
Jeremy has helped write and is now 
rehearsing, along with a number of 
other young people, an original 
theatrical production soon to tour 
across Canada. The play, called The 
Prince and the Punk, Part II, is 
loosely based on Mark Twain’s The 
Prince and the Pauper, and is anew 
version of a highly successful produc- 
tion that the KYTES group created 
last year. 


Using a variety of theatrical devices, 
including fantasy explorations of 
other cultures, the play examines a 
variety of youth concerns such as 
employment, inequality, peace and 
drug and alcohol abuse. This year’s 
version focuses particularly on IY Y 
themes and, in honour of the year, the 
production will be taken to young 
people in community centres, 
prisons, psychiatric institutions and 
similar places. These are youth who 
might not normally go to the theatre, 
but would be able to strongly identify 
with the play’s message and benefit 
from it, explains Kevin Lee, the 
producer of KYTES. 


Associated with the St. Stephen’s 
Community House in Toronto, the 
KYTES project was started three 
years ago by staff searching for a way 
to reach youth who did not respond 
to traditional training programs. 
Many of these young people were 
drug and alcohol abusers in trouble 
with the law and had been living on 
the streets for years. Theatre turned 
out to be an effective way of teaching 
them teamwork and self-discipline 
and establishing self-esteem. In 
addition to working on the play, the 
KYTES participants also take several 
hours of school and lifeskills courses 
each day. 


The young people in the KYTES 


project come from a variety of socio- 
economic and cultural backgrounds. 


this spring. 


As such they can be seen as a 
microcosm of Canada’s youth, says 
Kevin Lee. 


For Jeremy Wright KYTES is “a 
journey into the unknown and the 
unknown is me. I’ve learned so much 
about myself, and for the first time in 
my life I’ve had a chance to express 
myself.... KY TES is also giving us 

a chance to bring down the walls 
between people.... Here there’s 
equality and a lot of respect.” 


The KYTES troupe will perform in 
Toronto, Hull, Shawbridge, 
Montreal, Kingston, Halifax and 
Vancouver during April and May. 
The IYY Secretariat is providing 
financial assistance for the tour.

NOVA SCOTIA YOUTH 
TO CONFRONT RACISM 


oung people in Nova Scotia 

will have a chance to express 

their views and learn about 
race relations during a three-day 
conference called Youth and Race ’85 
scheduled for April 26 - 28, at 
Mount St. Vincent University in 
Halifax. 


The conference, sponsored by the 
Canadian Council of Christians and 
Jews has an interesting and varied 
agenda featuring projects developed 
by groups of young people from 
across the province. There will be 
dramatic presentations, exhibits, 
quizzes and debating exercises on 
topics such as affirmative action and 
intercultural marriages. 


Council representative Carla 
Calhoun met with students and youth 
group members from many commu- 
nities last fall to get them started on 
projects for the conference. After 
months of preparation, the partici- 
pants — about 120 in all — are ready 
to share their ideas and creative 
endeavours with other young Nova 
Scotians. 


The idea, Ms. Calhoun says, is to 
promote an awareness of racial issues 
among Nova Scotia’s youth and to 
encourage young people to work 
together to solve problems. Ms. 
Calhoun points out that the confer- 
ence participants come from various 
racial communities and reflect Nova 
Scotia’s racial and cultural diversity.

At the city’s Olympic velodrome 
February 8 to 17, the show, part of 
IYY celebrations, featured music, 
dance, sport, cultural and other 
presentations and exhibits by young 
people from across the city. It also 
offered summer jobs as prizes in a 
“youth lottery’. A sculpture contest 
to commemorate the world’s youth 
was also held as part of the show, and 
the winning sculpture will be 
permanently displayed at Man and 
His World, Montreal’s exposition 
grounds. A number of world leaders 
have been invited to contribute 
special messages to be inscribed on 
the statue. 


Another special feature of the show 
was an exhibition of works by young 
photographers expressing their vision 
of youth from around the world. The 
exhibition was the result of an 
international competition held in 
1982 by Unesco (see story in 
international news section). 


The Salon de la jeunesse is not new to 
Montreal. It has been an annual 
event at the Olympic park for the past 
six years. But this year’s show 
focused on the three themes of Parti- 
cipation, Development and Peace 
designated for [YY by the United 
Nations. 


A similar event took place in Quebec 
City February 20 to 24.

youth arts festival has been an 
ongoing event for the past five years, 
but this year’s festival was widely 
publicized in honour of TYY. 


Aimed at young Quebecers aged 12 
to 18, the festival featured exhibits 
and presentations of many kinds of 
artistic works brought to the event by 
the participants. There were displays 
of paintings, sculpture, photographs, 
cartoons, videos, essays and poetry as 
well as dance, music, theatre and 
other media presentations. 


There were also many kinds of art 
workshops, creative activities and 
discussion forums that enabled the 
young people to actively participate 
in the event and explore artistic 
media throughout the festival. 


The Quebec youth arts festival is 
designed to stimulate creativity and 
artistic endeavour among young 
people. 


Two-thirds of the youths polled said 
that unemployment was their main 
worry. More than 70% said there 
were not enough special events for 
young people in the city. Almost one- 
third asked for more crime preven- 
tion programs and expressed concern 
over a breakdown in family relation- 
ships. 


When asked what kinds of activities 
they wanted for IY Y, 95% of those 
surveyed said they favoured a 
newsletter designed specifically for 
young people. A proposed street 
dance was also a popular idea.

oung people polled in a 

survey in Scarborough, 

Ontario, last summer listed 
jobs and social activities as their main 
concerns. The survey was done in 
preparation for International Youth 
Year to determine the needs of 
Scarborough’s youths and how they 
wanted to celebrate their year. 


More than 1000 young people, 
ranging in age from 15 to 24, were 
asked to comment on education, job 
prospects, world affairs, leisure, 
cultural activities and other issues. 
The survey was conducted, with the 
help of federal funding, by nine 
young people under the auspices of 
the Scarborough International Youth 
Year Task Force chaired by school 
trustee Harold Adams.

eople in Saskatchewan have 
P two reasons to celebrate 1985. 
It’s both International Youth 
Year and Saskatchewan Heritage 
Year in honour of the centenary of the 
North West Rebellion — the last 
armed conflict on Canadian soil. 


The province’s heritage year 
celebrations are focusing on not only 
the achievements of ‘‘old-timers’’, but 
also the importance of the young 
generation through the theme 
‘““Commemorating Our Past, 
Building Our Future.” Youth is 
considered the special resource 
through which the province will 
build its future. To emphasize this, 
the provincial government has also 
designated 1985 as Saskatchewan 
Youth Year. 


A number of special grant programs 
for community and youth organiza- 
tions have been developed to ensure a 
wide range of activities during the 
province’s Youth Year. 


Youth Network Formed 


In addition, youth-serving organiza- 
tions in Saskatchewan have organized 
a Saskatchewan Youth Network to 
promote ideas and activities during 
International Youth Year as well as in 
the years to come. The network was 
formed November 26, 1984 at a 
meeting convened by the Saskat- 
chewan Council on Children and 
Youth and the Saskatchewan Coordi- 
nation Council on Social Planning. 


The Network’s objectives include: 


e Encourage youth’s involvement in 
community development. 


e Encourage communication 
between youth and the rest of 
society. 


e Support opportunities for youth 
leadership and development. 


e Raise public awareness of social 
issues affecting youth. 


e Reduce institutionalized barriers 
to the effective participation of 
youth in the community. 


During 1985, the Saskatchewan 
Youth Network will provide a forum 
for the exchange of ideas among 
youth and among youth-serving 
organizations. In early 1986, the 
Network will hold a provincial 
conference to assess International 
Youth Year and plan ongoing 
activities for the future.

groups with similar needs could 
easily undertake them. 


There are three categories of 
assistance:

Regional/multiple group — 

a project by more than one muni- 
cipality or organization; and 
Provincial — a province-wide 
project undertaken by a provincial 
organization, or by anumber of 
organizations. 


Project Do is only one of a number 
of programs developed by Alberta’s 
Youth Year Secretariat.

p to 25,000 young people will

visual and other presentations 
during a four-day International 
Youth Festival to be held in 
Vancouver, British Columbia, May 
22-25, 1985. The purpose of the 
festival is to provide youths with a 
forum for discussion and analysis of 
the International Youth Year themes 
Participation, Development and 
Peace. 


The participants, aged 14-20, have 
been invited to express their views on 
these themes through a wide variety 
of media. Audience participation will 
also be stressed so that even those not 
giving formal presentations will be 
actively involved in the festival. 


The entire festival will take place in 
six large tents to be erected in Jericho 
Beach Park in Vancouver. Five of the 
tents will house theatre-like struc- 
tures. The sixth will be reserved for 
small-scale and unstructured activi- 
ties such as a Speaker’s Corner, 
displays and an information market. 


Most festival participants are likely to 
be secondary school students from 
the Vancouver area. But there will 
also be several groups of youngsters 
from different parts of the world, 
including developing countries. 


The International Youth Festival is 
co-sponsored by the Y.M.C.A. of 
Greater Vancouver and the Canadian 
Red Cross Society with funding 
assistance from the federal Youth 
Year grants program.

The 
young leaders also discussed how to 
achieve the International Youth Year 
goals of Development, Participation 
and Peace through the application of 
democratic principles. 


About 150 youth organizations from 
some 70 countries were invited to 
attend the conference, organized by 
the Jamaican National Organizing 
Committee along with an inter- 
national Secretariat. This was the 
first international meeting of 
democratic representatives from all 
regions of the world. 


An international cultural festival, 
JAMFEST 85, took place in 
conjunction with the conference. 
JAMFEST showcased young 


Youth Year activities. The project is 
being sponsored by non-governmental 
organizations (NGOs) in more than 
50 countries. 


Through the project, NGOs are 
linked with existing forestry projects 
and collaborate with governments, 
UN agencies and IYY National 
Coordinating Committees. 


The project focuses on tree planting, 
education, and networking to 
generate concern and action for the 
protection of the world’s forests. 
Reforestation 1s necessary in many 
parts of the world because trees are a 
valuable natural resource and also 
prevent soil erosion. 


To promote and coordinate Tree 
Project activities around the world, a 
project clearinghouse has been 
established at United Nations 
headquarters.

UN SES U2? SPECIAL 
FUND FOR YOUTH 


he General Assembly of the 
If United Nations has estab- 

lished a special trust fund to 
help finance programs and projects 
aimed at benefitting young people, 
particularly those in developing 
nations, whose needs are greatest. The 
Secretary-General of the U.N. has 
called for all member nations, as well 
as intergovernmental and non-govern- 
mental organizations to contribute to 
the fund. 


So far the fund has received contri- 
butions from a number of countries. 


In addition, a percentage of the 
revenues resulting from commercial 
use of the IYY logo has been donated 
to the fund. 


It is estimated that young people 
represent more than half the total 
population in most developing 
countries, and that the youth popula- 
tion will increase by about 80 per cent 
between now and the year 2000 in 
developing nations.
